ANY WOMEN complain that 

their nail polish cracks and 
peels after a few days, no matter 
how careful they are in applying 
it. A good liquid polish should 
remain on your nails for a week 
or even more, and it will if you 
follow your manicure directions 
ezactly. 

Usually the peeling is due to 
the misuse of your cuticle oil or 
hand cream. Oil is often used 
for softening the cuticles while 
you are shaping them. You then 
wipe off the excess oil, but it is 
next to impossible to remove all 
of it from the nail. The thin 
film that remains prevents your 
polish from adhering properly to 
the surface of the nail. 

Use a cuticle remover and wipe 
away the loosened particles, then 
rinse your hands, dry and apply 
the polish. After the polish is 
thoroughly dry, apply the cuticle 
oil and massage it well into the 
cuticles, around and under the 
tips of the nails. The oil serves 

its purpose 
just as well 
at this time.
